.n a difforonbl i?ht. Ho refuses to divulge 
his souroo oC Information in tho rnotcor. 


'ThaC abatement is utterly falsa and a 


rross oubrago," said ex-Governor William 
E. Kussoll in a couvorsabion with a ro- 
poctor last evening. 


He referred to tho statemenb of Dr. 


Isaac J. Lauslng, who charged PresldenC 
Cleveland with bolng a drunkard, and 
named as a, specific occasion tho dabo of 
the naval parudo on the Hudson in April, 
3893. 
A Grlevoiu Mistake. 


Ex-Congressman O'Nell, who attended 


the naval parado, accompanied by his wife, 
was seon last nlghb ab his homo. He said: 
"Kev. Mr. Lansing Is soriously mistaken 
when ho says thab Prosldent Cleveland 
was intoxicated on the day in question, or 
any time In the eight years that I havo 
known him. 
President Cleveland is a 


very careful man in his habits, and the as- 
sertion thab ho was in tho condition in 
which Mr. Lansing has him is untrue, and 
tho reverend gentleman has mado a griev- 
ous mistake. 


'On the day In question the weather 


was very unfavorable, and the socrotary of 
tho navy postponed the parade from 11 to 
1 o'clock because bhs weather forecaster 
said tho conditions would be favorable for 
tho parade at 1 o'clock, when tho storm 
would clear away.

Syndicate ItTembor Denies Ohnrgva of Com- 


plicity In the International Dispute. 
MINNEAPOLIS, April 0.— Major Grunt ot 


Faribaulb gives interesting Information 
about tho great conoosslon at che mouth of 
bho Orinoco, in Venezuela, which he and 
Ilia associates' have secured. Mr. Grant 
denies wich considerable vigor the asser- 
tions mado In "Washington that tho oon- 
cosslon Is In any way involved In tho'ln- 
ternacioual complications between" Ven- 
ezuela and England. Nearly ail of the 
land, which IB granted to the syndicate to 
bo coloulzod and Improved, hna always 
belonged to Venezuela and has never 
boen claimed by England. 


He admitted, however, that a small 


corner of tho concession has been settled 
on by tho English, but it was the loast 
valuable, and no trouble would arise out 
of that fact. The concession Is really 11 
yeara old, having boeii granted to G. A. 
Bowman in ISSi, who had been interested 
In 1C with Austin Corbin. After somo 
work had been done in improving the 
privileges granted, tho rovolution broke 
out, which finally put Crospo in power 
and nothing was done. 


The trip which Mr. Grant, with Bow- 


man and "W. H. Fisher has just taken, 
was to have the concession confirmed and 
tho divergent interests harmonized. 
In 


this they were successful, and expect to 
improve their privileges if tho talk about 
international complications or a war with 
England does not Interfere. 


The concession Includes valuable iron 


mines, great forests of mahognay, rose- 
wood, lignum viSae and' an island at the 
mouth of the Orinoco in Venezuela, 
where thero are valuable, asphalt wells. 
It is also believed tliore is gold in paying 
quantities. The Venezuelan congress ad- 
journs June 15, and Mr. Grant expects 
to go thero again before that date to close 
tlio negotiations.
